ADMISSION  POLICY 


Admission  of  applicants  wdth  physical  disabilities  by  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records  must  be  supported 
by  joint  approval  of  the  University  Health  Service  and  the  Division  of  Rehabilitation-Education  Services. 
Since  the  Office  of  Admissions  will  not  approve  admission  unless  cleared  by  the  Division  of  Rehabilitation- 
Education  Services,  applicants  should  contact  the  Office  of  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  Rehabilitation- 
Education  Center  to  request  materials  which  describe  the  services  and  facilities  of  the  Rehabilitation-Edu- 
cation Center,  as  well  as  information  concerning  steps  for  admission. 

The  Rehabilitation-Education  Center  is  not  a  domiciliary  center.  Students  with  physical  disabilities  live  in 
the  regular  residence  halls  with  all  able-bodied  students  and  attend  all  regular  classes. 

The  University  may  not  be  able  to  provide  the  necessary  facilities  for  all  who  apply.  The  quota  which  governs 
the  number  of  students  admitted  for  each  semester  becomes  more  critical  to  the  out-of-state  applicant  though 
affecting  in-state  applicants  occasionally. 

The  academic  requirements  and  procedures  for  admission  are  the  same  as  for  the  general  student  enroll- 
ment in  addition  to  those  Usted  in  the  materials  sent  to  all  applicants.  Applicants  should  make  early  applica- 
tion to  satisfy  all  steps  for  admission,  including  the  required  interview,  according  to  the  schedule  below. 

APPLICATIONS  TO  FALL  SEMESTER  (SEPTEMBER) 

Applicants  are  urged  to  meet  the  interview  requirement  during  October  and  November  of  the  fall  preceding 
the  fall  semester  of  desired  admission.  Interviews  can  be  held  in  the  spring  (March,  April  and  early  May) 
prior  to  the  fall  semester  of  desired  admission  as  well,  depending  on  space  remaining. 

APPLICATIONS  TO  SPRING  SEMESTER  (FEBRUARY) 
Interviews  are  held  during  October  and  November. 

APPUCATIONS  TO   SUMMER   SESSION  (JUNE) 
Interviews  are  held  during  March  and  April. 

The  above  schedule  serves  as  a  guide.  Depending  on  the  number  of  applicants  and  admission  policy,  applicants 
may  be  required  to  meet  earlier  deadlines.

In  the  words  of  its  own  constitution.  Delta  Sigma  Omicron  was 
formed:  "to  promote  the  social  and  recreational  welfare  of  its  mem- 
bers and  all  handicapped  people  everywhere."  During  the  year  1969- 
70,  the  members  of  DSO  at  the  University  of  Illinois  were  attempbng 
to  carry  out  these  goals  through  their  activities. 

As  the  school  year  opened,  the  Rehabilitation  students  w^re  guest«  of 
the  Hal  Hagler  Chapter  of  the  Disabled  American  Vet«rana  at  a 
picnic  on  Lake  Springfield.  Three  busloads  of  students  and  staff 
enjoyed  the  sunshine,  boat  trips,  and  warm  hospitality  of  the  D-A.V.

The  Harold  Scharper  Achievement  Award  is  presented  each  year  to  the  graduating  senior  or 
recent  alumnus  who  has  exhibited  the  greatest  achievements  academically,  physically,  socially,  in 
extracurricular  functions  and  in  professional  endeavor  during  his  schooling  at  the  University  of 
Illinois  or  immediately  upon  completion  of  his  schoohng.  The  individual  selected  for  this  award 
receives  for  permanent  keeping,  a  desk  or  wall  plaque  which  he  can  proudly  display  in  his  home, 
office,  or  place  of  business.  His  name  also  inscribed  on  the  Harold  Scharper  Achievement  Plaque 
which  hangs  in  the  University's  Rehabilitation-Education  Center.  This  large  plaque  will  be  main- 
tained indefinitely  with  the  name  of  each  year's  award  winner  inscribed  upon  it.  It  is  the  highest 
recognition  that  the  University  of  Illinois  and  Delta  Sigma  Omicron,  Incorporated,  can  bestow 
upon  one  of  its  physically  handicapped  students.  It  is  indeed  an  honor  to  the  recipient  and  a  great 
example  to  the  many  students  who  will  follow  in  years  to  come. 

JOANNA CORNETT 

This  is  how  the  1969  Harold  Scharper  Award  winner  is  described  by  a  friend:  "I've  never  seen 
Joanna  Cornett  without  a  smile  on  her  face.  Wherever  she  goes  she  seems  to  radiate  warmth  to 
everyone  around  her.  Joanna's  contagious  enthusiasm  and  love  of  Ufe  is  what  makes  her  so 
beautiful." 

Joanna  Cornett  is  not  only  known  and  admired  as  a  great  human  being,  but  also  for  her 
academic  achievement  while  here  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  Joanna,  24,  received  her  Bachelor  of 
Science  Degree  from  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  in  August  of  1968.  She  majored  in 
Psychology  and  minored  in  English.  She  completed  work  on  a  Master's  Degree  in  Rehabilitation 
CounselinginFebruary  of  1970.  Joanna  served  her  professional  internship  at  Rancho  Los  Amigos 
in  Southern  CaHfornia.  After  her  internship  she  was  offered  a  job  at  the  Rancho  Los  Amigos 
Rehabilitation  Center  where  she  is  now  working  full  time  as  a  counselor. 

In  1968  Joanna  was  selected  one  of  the  "Top  100"  Seniors  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  In  the  fall 
of  1967  she  was  selected  as  one  of  the  "Ten  Outstanding  Women  of  Southwest  Virginia,"  her  home 
being  in  Roanoke.  In  June  of  1967  she  received  the  Jack  Gerhardt  Award  as  the  Outstanding 
Wheelchair  Athlete  (Men  and  Women)  in  the  United  States.  That  same  year  she  was  the  top  woman 
scorer  in  the  National  Wheelchair  Games,  setting  three  national  records  in  swimming  and  archen.-. 
Joanna  has  represented  the  University  of  Illinois  and  the  United  States  in  International  Compe- 
tition in  Argentina,  Canada,  England,  France,  Israel,  Jamaica.  Japan  and  Spain.  In  August  of 
1967  she  set  two  world  records.  She  has  been  outstanding  not  only  in  swimming  and  archer>-  but 
also  in  track  and  field  events.  In  1967  Joanna  received  the  Harold  Scharper  Service  Award,  thus 
becoming  one  of  a  very  select  few  to  have  been  selected  for  both  the  achievement  and  ser\-ice 
awards.  She  has  gained  the  respect  of  faculty  and  students  alike,  not  only  for  the  many  things  she 
has  done  and  for  her  noteworthy  achievements,  but  for  the  quiet,  conscientious,  efficient  and 
unselfish  way  in  which  she  does  all  things.  The  personal  sacrifices  she  has  made  and  her  genuine 
concern  for  others  is  recognized  by  everyone.  Joanna  became  a  paraplegic  due  to  transverse 
myelitis. 
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TOM  JONES 

One  of  the  two  1969  Harold  Scharper  Achievement  Award  winners  is  Thomas  L.  Jones  who 
received  a  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in  Radio  and  Television  from  the  University  of  Illinois 
College  of  Communications  in  June  1969.  He  was  elected  to  Sigma  Delta  Chi,  Journalism 
Honorary. 

Tom  Jones  is  a  television  announcer,  director,  and  producer.  He  was  host  of  "Sun-Up,"  a  WCIA 
half  hour  feature  show  which  appeared  daily  for  four  and  a  half  very  successful  years.  Among  other 
things,  the  show  featured  many  prominent  visitors  to  the  Champaign-Urbana  area  as  well  as 
prominent  people  from  the  community.  Tom  has  also  been  a  featured  sports  and  news  announcer 
and  has  hosted  two  daily  WCIA-TV  productions.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Tom  appeared  as  a 
staff  announcer  for  WCIA  for  many  years  before  anyone  in  his  viewing  audience  realized  that  he 
had  a  physical  disability.  This  is  proof  positive  that  a  physical  disability  is  specific  in  nature  and 
does  not  necessarily  have  to  be  a  handicap. 

Tom  narrated  a  professional  sound  film  which  featured  the  Championship  Game  of  the  Eigh- 
teenth Annual  National  Wheelchair  Basketball  Tournament,  held  in  the  University  of  Illinois 
Assembly  Hall,  along  with  interviews  of  rehabilitation  and  education  leaders  from  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois and  a  documentary  on  the  University's  Rehabilitation-Education  Program.  He  also  produced 
a  half  hour  television  show  "Wheelchair  Safari"  for  WCIA-TV  which  related  the  experiences  and 
achievements  of  eighteen  outstanding  wheelchair  scholars  and  athletes  on  an  extended 
educational-demonstration  tour  of  South  Africa,  Southern  Rodesia,  Northern  Rodesia,  and 
England.  In  1960  Tom  was  the  principal  organizer  of  TV,  radio  and  press  personnel  in  a  special 
fund  rEiising  program  to  send  University  of  Illinois  students  and  alumni  to  Rome,  Italy  for  parti- 
cipation in  the  Paralympics. 

Tom  received  a  citation  for  "Meritorious  Service"  from  the  President's  Committee  on  Employ- 
ment of  the  Handicapped  and  he  has  been  honored  by  several  local  organizations  for  his  services 
and  volunteer  work  in  community  services.  In  1962  Tom  was  the  recipient  of  the  Harold  Scharper 
Service  Award. 

Tom  has  a  completely  severed  spinal  cord  resulting  from  an  accidental  gunshot  wound  at  six 
years  of  age,  with  manifestation  of  complete  paralysis  from  the  upper  chest  down.  In  addition  to  his 
full  time  television  responsibilities,  Tom  moves  ahead  on  a  Master's  Degree  in  Communications 
and  has  been  teaching  in  the  College  of  Communications  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  He  and  his 
wife,  Louise,  make  their  home  in  Champaign  as  Tom  continues  to  achieve  and  to  serve  his  fellow 
man.

The  Harold  Scharper  Service  Award  is  given  each  year  to  a  student  of  any  class  who  has 
contributed  the  greatest  service  in  the  development  and  furtherance  of  the  purposes  and  practices 
for  which  the  University's  program  was  established  and  to  which  Harold  Scharper  dedicated  his 
life.  The  individual  receiving  this  award  is  given  a  desk  or  wall  plaque  which  he  can  proudly 
display  in  his  home,  office,  or  place  of  business.  His  name  is  inscribed  on  the  large  Harold  Scharper 
Service  Plaque  which  is  publicly  displayed  in  the  University's  RehabiUtation-Education  Center, 
and  which  will  be  maintained  indefinitely  as  a  credit  to  the  recipient  of  the  award  and  as  an 
example  to  all  students  who  will  follow.  The  establishment  of  the  Service  Award  was  to  supplement 
the  Achievement  Award  since  Harold  Scharper  expressed  "the  effort  of  our  program  will  only  be  as 
good  as  the  unselfish  service  rendered  to  it  by  its  participants." 

KIM  POLLOCK 

Kim  Pollock  is  an  enthusiastic  and  energetic  individual  who  possesses  a  great  interest  and  true 
sincerity  in  the  welfare  of  others.  He  has  been  active  in  many  activities  and  programs  at  the 
University  of  Illinois,  most  of  them  directed  to  further  the  interests  of  individuals  vv-ith  disabilities. 
Kim  received  his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Industrial  Engineering  in  February  of  197L  He  was 
selected  as  one  of  the  "Top  100  Seniors"  by  the  University.  In  his  last  year  he  served  as  a  counselor 
in  the  men's  residence  hall  system,  a  position  usually  filled  by  graduate  students.  In  1969  Kim 
served  as  Alumni  Secretary  of  Delta  Sigma  Omicron  and  now  holds  the  office  of  DSO  Vice 
President.  Kim  was  the  Spokesman  sports  editor  in  1968  and  1969.  He  was  also  the  Alumni  Editor 
for  the  1969  issue  of  Sigma  Signs. 

Kim  is  an  exceptional  representative  of  the  University  of  Ilhnois  and  United  States  wheelchair 
athletic  teams.  He  has  compiled  an  impressive  collection  of  medals  in  both  national  and  inter- 
national competition.  Kim  was  a  member  of  the  U.S.  team  that  competed  in  Israel,  Austria  and 
England.  At  the  Stoke  Mandeville  games  in  England  Kim  received  6  gold  medals  in  1969  and  5 
golds  in  1970.  Few  athletes,  able-bodied  or  disabled,  can  claim  such  a  record.  As  far  as  "character" 
goes,  Kim  is  also  deserving  of  a  gold  medal.  A  teammate  comments:  "Kim  is  one  of  the  finest,  if  not 
thefinest,  ambassador  ofgood  will  on  the  U.S.  wheelchair  team.  He  meets  more  people,  makes  more 
friends,  and  has  more  fun  than  any  other  U.  S.  wheelchair  athlete.  He  is  always  interested  in  learn- 
ing about  other  countries  and  their  people,  and  having  them  learn  about  us." 

Kim  was  co-captain  of  the  U  of  I  Gizz  Kids  for  the  1969-70  season.  At  the  end  of  that  season,  the 
Gizz  Kids  won  the  National  Wheelchair  Basketball  championship  and  Kim  was  elected  to  the 
Second  Team  Ail-American.  Kim  was  also  named  to  the  Second  Team  AU-American  in  1969  and 
the  Third  Team  All- American  in  1968.  These  honors  are  indicative  of  Kims  persistent  effort  in 
wheelchair  activities  because  Kim  had  never  played  wheelchair  basketball  or  comparable 
wheelchair  sports  prior  to  coming  to  the  U  of  I.  Kim  had  polio  at  the  age  of  4  resulting  in  partial 
paralysis  of  both  legs.  Formerly  from  La  Grange,  Illinois,  his  parents  now  live  in  West  Springfield. 
Massachusetts. 
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King  James  McCristal,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Physical  Education, 
presented  Kim  Pollock  with  the  Harold  Scharper  Service  Award.

Once  a  year,  during  semester  break,  the  Gizz  Kids'  wheelchair  basketball,  cheerleading  and  squaredancing 
teams  pile  into  their  road  bus  and  travel  around  the  country  on  an  educational  tour. 

Appearing  in  town  gyms,  on  university  campuses  and  even  in  the  Chicago  Stadium,  the  Gizz  Kids  play  bas- 
ketball, the  girls  cheer  and  they  square  dance  to  show  the  public  that  "its  ability  not  disability  that  counts." 

The  tours  prove  to  be  a  valuable  educational  experience  not  only  for  the  public,  but  also  for  the  Gizz  Kids 
themselves.  Everywhere  they  visit,  the  team  is  treated  to  tours  of  the  area  and  the  hospitality  of  the  local 
citizens.
